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a heat-regulating container made entirelv^df metal and having one or more reservoir 
portions, a volatile material comprising acU^ ingredients to be dispensed into the atmosphere 
contained within the one or more respi^oir portions, and a lower surface having integral leg support 

6 structure; and 

7 a heating device h^ing a heating surface and adapted to receive the heat-regulating 

8 container such that tjie integral leg support structure is in direct contact with the hot surface, thereby 

9 regulating the t^perature of the volatile material in the one or more reservoir portions within the 

10 container. 

1 2. The system of Claim 1, whereii/the volatile material is one or more selected from 

2 the group consisting of pesticides and inse^^fe^es, insect repellents, fragrances, air-fresheners and 

3 deodorizers. 



1 3. The system of Claim 1, wherein the one or more reservoir portions contains a 

2 porous solid substrate positioned within the one or more reservoirs and wherein the volatile material 

3 is impregnated within the substrate. 



4. The system of Claim 1, wherein the volatile material is in a gel form. 



The system of CX^xm/, wherein the container is made of a single heat-resistant 



material selected from the group oonsisting of metal, thermoplastic, and ceramic.
